Washington, March 22.—(Special.)— 
Champ Clark, the minority leader, was 
asked today what attitude he would 
take with regard to the duty on lum- 
ber, and he replied that he would de- 
velop that in his speech in the house 
tomorrow. Mr. Clark’s alleged position 
on this schedule has been vigorously 
criticised by democrats from Georgia, 
Alabama, Florida and Tennessee, each 
of which estates has large interests in 
luenber. | 

Democrats Attack Payne Bill. 

That the Payne tariff bill increases 
the cost of living; that it is crude, in- 
definite, sectional and prohibitive, and 
that it is an open chaiienge to a trade 
war with every other nation on earth, 
are some of the criticisms of thai 
measure made by the democratic mem- 
bers of the ways and means committee 
in the minority report submitted to 
the house by Minority Leader Champ 
Clark today. 

The.report ts a severe arraignment of 
the revision which the Payne bill pro- 
poses. .The countervailing duty pro- 
visione for coffee and petroleum, the 
maximum and minimum features, the 
Cuban reciprocity clause, the woolen, 
glass, agrioultural and sugar schedules 
are bitterly attacked. 

“There are many? changes—for the 
most part minor changes,” says the re- 
port, “of the Dingley rates, s9Me up 
@nd some down. Most of the changes in 
a downward direction are reduction 
more apparent than real, the Payne 
rates being as prohibitive ih their re- 
sults, in many cases, as the Dingley 
rates.” 

Tarif Is a Tax. 

Declaring that a tariff is a tax paid 
by the consumer, and that the only 
function of a tariff law is to raise 
revenue to supply the needs of the 
government, the minority members of 
the committee insist that, instead of 
an increase of taxes, or a new issue of 
bonds, the correct remedy for the 
growing deficiency in the revenues ‘is 
the cutting down of the expenses of 
running the government. 

‘“Mhe bill is, in many respects, crude, 
indefinite, sectional and prohibitive. It 
seems to us, from our examination, 
which was necessarily hasty, that, on 
the whole, it increases the cost of liv- 
ing. For example, it will increase the 
price of hosiery about 30 per cent, and 
certainly nobody will claim that 
posiery is a luxury in this day and 
generation. In numerous instances,

New York, March 22.—On the 
eve of ex-President Roosevelt's 
departure for Africa, Professor 
(frederick Starr, of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, wiho, is at pres- 
emt inthis city, repeated the pre- 
diction which he has made sev- 
eral times before, that Mr. Roose- 
vek would not return alive tfrom 
the dark continent. 

Professor Starr spent many 
,years in Africa in anthropologi- 
cal studies, and, on one occa- 
sion, made a long trip over a 
route very similar to that wich 
the ex-president has mapped out. 

Professor Starr said tonight: 

“For two reasons, I expect Mr. 
Roosevelt will not return from 
Africa—his age and his quick tem- 
per. No man oan expect to go 
into the dangerous climates of the | 
African wilds at fifty or more and 
come ow alive. The strange, un- 
identified fevers which abound 
there are withstood with diffi- 
culty even by the youngest and 


matter of temper. 
In the tropics there is nothing 
more dangerous than a quick tem- 
per, such as Mr. Roosevelt has. 
Sudden outbreaks of temper, it 
is well known, ftrequently result 
fatally. It would be much bet- 
ter if Mr. Roosevelt would 
change his plans and take a trip 
up the great lakes.’

Caucus Censures “Bolters” and 


Adopts More Stringent 
Rules for Future 


SI GEORGIANS ABSENT 
FROM THE PARTY CAUCUS 


Fitzgerald and Harrison Angry 
Because of the Resolutions 
Adopted — Hardwick and 
Fitzgerald Clash in Caucus. 
The Debate Was Long and 
Bitter.

Washington, March 22.—(Special.)—The 
house democrats met in caucus tonight 
and, after five hours of acrimonious de- 
bate, adopted resolutions censuring the 
twenty-three democrats who refused to 
follow Leader Champ Clark, and also 
adopted more stringent rules to govern 
future party caucuses. 

The necessity for the new rules is said 
to have become apparent to the demo- 
cratic leaders as a result of a ‘‘bolt” 
from Minority Leader Clark, during the 
fight on the house rules on the opening 
day of the special session. ’ 

Six Georgians Not Present. 

Representatives Edwards, Griggs, Liv- 
ingston, Lee and Brantley were not 
present. 

The Georgia representatives who at- 
tended the caucus were Messrs. Hard- 
wick, Bartlett, Adamson, Hughes and 
Bell. 

Efforts were made by lieutenants. of 
Champ Clark to get the Georgia ‘‘bolt- 
ers’’ into the meeting, but the latter pre- 
ferred not to sit in judgment on their 
own actions, and remained away. A 
number of their colleagues who followed 
Fitzgerald in the ‘ruleg fight “of last 
Monday were present; 

None of the five Georgians present to- 
night attempted to support or defend the 
Mr, 
Hardwick, on the contrary, was aggres- 
give in his attacks on them, and so was 
Mir. Bartlett. 

Representative Fitzgerald was present 

and addressed the caucus, Hijs remarks 
were listened to attentively and no hos- 
tile demonstration was made. 
The first discussion arose in regard to 
the punishment of “boiters.’’ The com- 
mittee reported in favor of dropping 
‘bolters’’ automatically from the rolls 
of the caucus. An attempt was made to 
alter this, and to provide that no 
‘bholter’’ should be dropped until after 
his name had been duly posted, but it 
failed. 

Immediately after Chairman Clayton, 
of Alabama, called the caucug to order, 
Representative Ollie James, of Ken- 
tucky, was recognized. He made a mo- 
tion which was agreed to, that the cau- 
cus first consider the rérwort of the com- 
mittee of fifteen, and that it then give 
consideration to a'‘statement which had 
been prepared by the committee. This 
statement dealt with the fight on the 
rules of the house and the selection of 
committees. 

Report of “Spanking” Committee. 
The committee of fifteen recommended 
that hereafter a two-thirds vote of all 
the democratic members of the house, in 
a caucus, should be binding upon every 
democratic member, unless he notified 
the caucus, in writing, that he would not 
be bound, or unless the subject dealt 
with was a constitutional question, or 
the member wa salready pledged to his 
constituency to vote otherwise. 

The statement containued a criticiem 
of Speaker Cannon for ‘appointing to 
committees “democrats who were not 
in accord with the party.” 

The fact was brought out that after 
a long fight the committee had decided 
not to criticise specifically any of the 
democrats who voted on the opening 
day of the special session\for the Fitz- 


~e 


‘gerald amendments to the rules, and 


in opposition to Minority Leader Clark. 
Instead, a general criticism was in- 
dulged in, and the offenders were left 
to their respective constituencies for 
approval or disapproval. 

Hardwick and Fitzgerald Clash. 

After adjournment Representative 
Fitzgerald asserted that “the introduc- 
tion and proposal of the declaration by 
the caucus was a manifestation of the 
same idiotic leadership that has char- 
acterized the democratic party for fif- 
teen years,” and that “the democratic 
members of the house, in imagining, 
that they are the demecratic party, are 
like the threetailors of Tooley street.” 

“TI stood for the manhood and. liberty 
of the northern democ:acy.” said Rep- 
resentative Francis Burton Harrison, 
of New York, “and protest to its sub- 
version to the selfish ambition of hot- 
headed, hair-brained representatives 
who do not even represent their own 
constituents.” 

Representative Peters, of the Boston, 
Mass., district, in speaking of incidents 
in the caucus, said: 

“One of the neatest things done dur- 
ing the evening was the very Fitzger- 
ald stood Hardwick, of Georgia, on his 
head. not only once, but five or six 
separate times.

Mr. Whitla be- 
lieves the woman was an Italian, but 
refuses to disclose her identity. 

In compliance wtih an arrangement 
entered into between the kidnaped 
boy's father‘and an agent of the kid- 
napérs here todiy,.the boy was ‘placed. 
on @ street car on the outskirts of the 
city and started to the hotel shortly 
after 8 o'clock. | 
FATHER EMBRACED THE BOY

‘President: Seeking Good ! 
| Men for Federal Bench. 


Tells Southern Delegation Thai 
Men Selected for Judges 
Must Have Respect of Every

Washington, March 22.—(Special.)— 
President Taft is not wavering in his 
determination to secure good men to fill 
the places of judges on the federal 
bench. To several delegations of North 
Carolinans, who called on him today, in 
reference to the appointment of Herbert 
F. Seawell to be judge of the eastern 
district in that state, he sald: 

“The man whom I select as judge 
must have the respect of every citizen 
of the district he is to serve. He 
must not ibe a scrub. I intend to ap- 
point lawyers of proven integrity and 
ability. I do not want a single citizen 
of any district to feel that when he ap- 
pears in a district court of the United 
States he is entering an unfriendly or a 
foreign court.” 

The delegations were quite positive 
vhat the president used the word “scrub” 
in speaking of undesirable judges. 

No Early Changes by Hitchcock. 

“The present organization of the post- 
office department will continue for sev-

Cotton Hose Under Greedy Gaze. 

Cotton hose has fallen under gheir 
greedy gaze, and the tax on it, already 
too high, has been greatly increased. 
Cotton goods are more generally used 
than any other class of goods by the 
masses of the American people, and 
every cent of duty laid on such fabrics 
is an additional tax on the people least 
able to pay it. 

“The Standard Oil Company is as 
handsomely cared for in the Payne bill

duty of the United States. The tax on 
tea is also attacked, the claim being 
made that the $7,000,000 which it is pro- 
posed to raise by imposing a duty on 
tea, represents the amount dby which the 
cost of living will be increased by this 
tax.

Payne Defends His Bill. 

The first gun in the tariff debate was 
fired in the house of representatives to- 
day by Mr. Payne, of New York, the 
majority leader, and chairman of the 
committee on ways and means. . 

Mr. Payne declared the country was 
overwhelmingly in favor of a protective 
tariff. “It is an American policy,”” he 
said, and it seemed to be asquiesced in 
by the great majority of the American 
people. 

Coming to the Dingley bill, Mr. Payne 
declared that it had proved to be a boon 
to the people of the United States, in 
proof of which statement he cited the 
immense collections of rewenue and ex- 
penditures under it, as given in his re- 
cent report on the bill. Those expendi- 
tures, he said, included $50,000,000 for 
the Panama canal, for which no bonds 
were issued. ‘So that,” he said, “the 
entire surplus over the ordinary expen- 
ditures of the government have been 
about $125,000,000 during that period.” 

No tariff, he declared, cowld be re- 
vised without halting business. As to 
the necessity for the present bill, he 
said that the revenues were not keep- 
ing up with the expenditures, and the 
time came to hunt for more revenues. 
He attributed the loss of revenue to 
the business Camrianres of 1907 and 
1908. 

Money to Meet Deficit. 

Mr. Payne said there was hope - that 
during the first year of the bill there 
would be no deficit, but if the revenues 
Should fall short, ‘‘we have in the treas- 
ury $135,000,000 of available cash  as- 
sets to meet it.” 

Questioned by Mr. Sims, of Tennessee, 
regarding the future revenues from the 
Panama canal, Mr. Payne said that ul- 
timately the canal would be a source-4 
of revente.

the treasury, ‘‘so that no warrant of the 
United States will ever suffer the slight- 
esi danger of remaining unpaid for a 
single minute after it is presented.’’ 
Alluding to a newspaper report that.

, it had not been that Seorétary Cortelyou 


had held back $50,000,000, Mr. Payne 
declared that inquiry had developed the 
fact “that that: statement was made out 
of the whole cloth.”” Every warrant, he 
asserted, was being paid regularly as it 
came to the treasury ifor payment. The 
committee, in preparing the bill, he de- 
clared, had guarded against any raid 
on the treasury. 


Liquor Lobby Story Denied. 

In the course of his remanks, Mr. 
Payne was interrupted by Mr. -Rucker, 
of Missouri, with the inquiry if it was 
true that the liquor interests were 
strongly represented at Washington dur- 
ing the preparation of the bill, and ex- 
erted their influemce to prevent an addi- 
tional liquor tax. 

Mr. Payne declared that no such 
lobby appeared before the committee, 
nor had any briefs been filed with it 
bearing on the subject, 

Mr. James, of Kentucky, wanted to 
know why the tax had not been re- 
moved fro mtobacco in the hand or in 
the manufactured state, inasmuch as 
the committee on ways and means had 
three times reported that proposition fa- 
vorably for the protection of the farm- 
ers in their fight againet the tobacco 
trust. To that question, Mr. Payne re- 
plied that there wa@s no use loading 
down the bill, 

After having been on his tfeet over 
four hours, Mr. Payne suspended, and 
the house adjourned. He will resume to- 
morrow.

3. Meetings of the democratic caucus 
may ‘be called by’ the chairman upon 
his own motion, and shall be called by 
him whenever requested in writing by 
twenty-five memibers of the caucus. 

4. A quorum of the caucuses shall 
consist of a majority of the democratic 
members of the house. 

5. General parliamentary law, with 
Such special rules as may be adopted, 
shall govern the meetings of the caucus. 

6. In the election of officers and in 
the nomination of candidates for of- 
fice in the house, a mayjoritiy of those 
| presemg and voting shall bind the mem- 
bership of the caucus. 


As to Party Policy. 


7. In deciding upon action in -< the 
hous® involving party policy or princi- 
ple a two-thirds vote of those present 
and voting at a caucus shall bind all 
members of the caucus, provided the 
Said two-thirds vote is a majority of 
the full democratic membership of the 
house; and prowided further that no 
member shall be bound upon questions 
involving a construction of the consti- 
tution of the United States, or upon 
which he made contrary pledges to his 
constituents prior to his election or re- 
ceived contrary instructions by resolu- 
tions or platform from his nominating 
authority. ie 

8. Wihenever any member of the 
caucus shall determine, by reason of 
either of the exceptions provided for in 
the above paragraph, not to be bound 
by the action of the caucus on those 
questions, it shall be his duty, if pres- 
ent, so to advise the caucus before the 
adjournment of the meeting at which 
action is taken, or, if not present at the 
meeting, promptly to notify the dem- 
ocratic leader in writing, s0 that the 
party may be advised before the mat- 
fer comes to issue upon the floor of the 
house. 

9. That the five-minute rule that gov- 
erns the house of representatives shall 
govern debate in the democratic caucus, 
unless suspended by a vote of the 
caucus.

Washington, March 22.—The 
states want some of the patronage ‘*pie,”’ 


and want it badly. 

Representative Hull, of Tennessee, in- 
troduced a resolution in the house today 
calling on the secretary of state, if not 
incompatible with the public interest, 
to inform the congress whether the. cot- 
ton states are being deprived of repre- 
sentation in the diplomatic and consular 
service in the cotton purchasing coun- 
tries. If so, Mr. Hull wants the secre- 
tary to transmit any facts or informa- 
tion that might be suggestive of a rem- 
edy for this condition of affairs. 

In the preamble to the resolution, Mr. 
Hull asserts that Alabama, Arkansas, 
Oklahoma, South Carolina, Florida, 
Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, North 
Carolina, Tennessee, Texas and Virginia 
nqw have smaller representation in the 
diplomatic and consular service than 
they have had at any time in the his- 
tory of the government. 

He points out that the states he names 
annually insure the balance of trade 
in favor of the United States by raising 
and exporting cotton to the amount of 
over $435,000,000 in value. It is asserted 
that these states have not a single rep- 
resentative in any position of responsi- 
bility in the diplomatic and consular 
service.

TAXATION OF MORTGAGES. 


Governor Stubbs, of Kansas, has vetoed a bill proposing to relieve mort- 
gages from taxatiog’ to the extent, at least, of substituting for the ad valorem 
tax a registration fee of 50 tents per $100 of face value of the mortgage. 

His reason is based upon the fact that mortgages are property under 
the Kansas state law, and the constitution provides that all property shall 
be taxed at a uniform rate.  _ 

At the same time, Governor Stubbs stetds in another ae of his mes- 
Sage that he appreciates the necessity of “establishing a just and scientific 
method of taxation of mortgaged property, so that the debtor and creditor 
will each pay their just share according to their respective interests in the 
property.”

The question. of the exemption of mortgages from taxation is an old 
one. The contention is, on the one hand, that taxation both of the progerty 
and the mortgage standing against it is in the nature of double taxation; 
on the other, that the mortgaged article is one thing and the mortgage an- 
other, both being property, hence subject to taxafion. 

The Georgia law and the Kansas law are practically, identical. Mort- 
@ages are property in Georgia, therefore, under the constitution, taxes must 
be paid upon them._ But they are personal property and subject to taxation 
at the domicile of the holder. This is where the non-resident has the ad- 
vantage over éhe resident in loaning money in this state, because, while the 
resident must pay taxes on whatever evidences of indebtedness he holds, 
the non-resident may or may not pay them in his home state, depending upon 
the law and his conscience. 

The Georgia law appears, therefore, to be a discrimination against the 
home capit3list. It is in practice, even though it may not be so in theory. 

The question arises also as to whether or not it.is an discrimination 
against the borrower. The Springfield (Mass.) Republican, discussing the 
question, ealis attention to the practical exemption..of mortgages from taxa- 
tion in that state, and says it is hardly to be denied that a generally lower 
rate of interest to the borrower has resulted. “The interest reduction,” it 
continues, “may not equal the full extent of the tux reduction, but the gen- 
eral effect of the exemption has been to make conditions easiér for the realty 
borrower, and it cannot be abolished without making those conditions 


harder.”

Discussing our existing makeshift and suicidal methods of “marketing” 
the cotton crop, Henry S. Reed, in a recent edition of The Constitution, 
says: : 

We need and must have the chain of warehouses, properly con- 
structed and bonded, in charge of men capable of grading the different 
qualities, and a business organization must be completed so that the 
spinning interest will be assured of meeting business men on a sound 
basis. The day of wild utterances has passed; the visionary financier 
has had his day and time. 

It is possible to work out a grand plan for nenee our cotton 
crop. It means much to the-south. 


‘here is no rejoinder to this argument. It merely rekon to be devel- 
oped whether southern bankers and business men will have the foresight and 
the insight to serve their own interests by making common cause with the 
planter. 

They have that opportunity in the plan now being rapidly matured by 
the National Farmers’ Union. 

This plan contemplates the merging of All union warehouses in the south- 
ern states, and the addition of sufficient others to house enough of the crop 
to act as an anchor to leeway against fluctuations of the market. 

The one obstacle to an equable price for cotton is extremely obvious and 
simple of removal, provided the necessary cooperation is forthcoming. - It 
lies in tiding over that period wherein the gouthern tarmer, pressed by pre- 
viously-incurred indebtedness in producing the crop, must ‘either sell hig 
cotton at a loss, and hammer the market to pieces; or stave off and probably 
embarrass his creditors. , 

Similar policies have for years been enforced in the grain-producing west 
with results satisfactory to all parties. It is the more incumbent on us to 
adopt such methods here, since cotton is the only crop in which America 
enjoys a world-monopoly.

Fletcher, the newly-elected senator from 
the state of Florida, in talking with 
‘rhe Constitution’s correspondent a few 
days, aga. 

Senator Fletcher is a democrat, and 
a man of unquestioned ability and party 
loyalty. But he holds very firmly to the 
belief that he represents the state of 
Florida in the United. States senate, 45 
wéll as the democratic organization, 
and he proposes to see that under a 
scheme of things of which protection is 
the watchword, Florida shall have pro- 
tection. 

In the course of the conyersation, Sen- 
ator Fletcher spoke of lumber, long sta- 
ple cotton and citrus fruits as being of 
especial importance to his state. Con- 
tinuing his opening illustration, he said 
if it was noon in industries elsewhere, 
he did not want it to be midnight in 
Florida.

“Reducing the duty will not cheapen 
the lumber -to the consumer to any 
material extent.

-The lumbor- 
men are obliged: to.cut the timber, A 
good portion of each tree gives what Is 
called seconds, a cheaper grade of lum- 
ber, used largely in the north and 
northwest for butiding burns and tlie 
like. This competes with Canadian 
lumber. which has the advantage of 
favorable stumpage laws. There is 
some competition also with the cheap 
labor of Mex'co. 

A Revenue Tariff. 

“The request comes from practically 
all tha mill men in Florida to maintain 
the present tariff, and T am assured 
that a reduction of the tariff would 
reduce the area of their market for 
low-grade stock. I am persuaded, 
further, that the present-tariff on lum- 


ber is not.a_ protective, one, but 18 
merely a tariff fer revenue. 

“The -actual.. cost of producing . a

$10. Mv impression is, it costs about 
one-half this amount to produce a ton 
of. steel: vet the tariff protection on a 
ton of steel is double what it is on a 
thousand feet of lumber, which it costs 
twice as much to produce as the steel.

Would Equalize All Duttes, 

“If we were ready to remove~ the 
tariff from all other manufactured 
rroducts, I would say let it go on lum. 
ber, too: but let's treat all alike. I 
believe all duties ought to be equal- 
ized as soon as possible to a minimum 
for revenue. Then, and not till then, 
may we expect steady business condl- 
tions. I am persuaded the existing 
tariff on lumber is a revenue tariff, but 
even if it carries a protective feature, 
it would not seem fair to the lumber- 
men, the timbermen and the employees 
of the manufacturers of lumber, to 
have tris small tariff removed at this 
time of high noon for apeontien as 
protection, which has fostered and ben- 
efited the industries in other sections 
so long. The lumber industry ought 
not to be singled out to receive the 
thrust which more properly shoyld be 
aimed at some of the more and lonzg- 
favored and more affiliated industries. 

“It seems there is to be a reduction 
of the duty on mica—found mostly in 
the south. Likewise cotton seed oil, 
another southern product, is trans- 
ferred to the free list; and sulphur 
comes in for a réduction.. There is a 
reduction promised for cabbages and 
peas-—quite important crops in Florida. 
Citrus fruits and pinedpples, I believe, 
sre to fare better. So there appears nu 
reduction contemplated on tobacco, and 
there ought to be none. Florida pro- 
duces about six million pounds of to- 
bacco annually, and can produce fifty 
million pounds. One county has over 
ten. thousand ecfres in tobacco under 
shade. The bill provides for letting in 
from the Philippines 300,000 pounds of 
wrappers, 3,000,000 pounds of fillers 
end 160,000,000 cigars free, which is 
quite a concession, to say ne least, to 
the Philippines.” 

A Tarif! Commission. 

“What do you think of a tariff cém- 
mission?’ I asked. 

“{ came here rather inclined to favor 
@ tariff commission,” he replied, “but, 
considering the fate of the recom- 
mendations of the tariff commission in 
1883, ard realizing the importance iv 
the business interests of the country 
of“having the agitation’ over as quick-

A Product of Georgia. 

What Senator Duncan Upshaw Fletch- 
er. had to say on the subject of the 
tariff and southern industries, ought to 
be of particular interest to Georgians, 
for Senator Fletcher is-a product of 
Georgia, and the state of his birth and 
the state of his adoption have largely 
the same problems and the same inter- 
ests. 

Senator Fletcher is a good type of 
the aristocratic southerner. Quiet, dig- 
nified, but easily approachable, he some- 
how seems to fit in naturally to the 
surroundings of the senate chamber. He 
is neither obtrusive, nor unduly retiring, 
He appears confident and self-contained 
always. Though he has only -been a 
full-fledged senator for a matter of some 
two weeks, he has glided into his place 
as easily as though he had always been 
destined for that particular arena of ac- 


tivity. ; 
On the 6th of last January, Senator 


Fletcher was.50 years of age, having 
first seen the light in Sumter county, 
Georgia, in 1859: The’ following year 
his parents, Captain Thomas J. and Re- 
becca ‘Ellen (McGowan) Fietcher, moved 
to Monroe county, Georgia, where young 
Fletcher lived until. 1881. After receiv- 
ing his-preliminary training in the coun- 
try schools, he attended Gordon institute 
at Barnesville, and in~ 1/880 graduated 
from Vanderbilt university, Nashville, 
Tenn. The next year he left Georgia } 
and moved to Jacksonville, Fla., to be- | 
gin the practice of law, for which he 
equipped himself at Vanderbilt. He 
served as mayor of Jacksonville for 
two years, was elected to the legislature 
in 1893, was chairman of the demo- 
cratic state executive committee, His 
interest in education was shown by his 
service as chairman of the board of 
public instruction of Duval county. 

In the primary elections, held on June 
16 last, he was the successful candidate 
for senator, and will be elected by the 
legislature of his state when it meets 
in April. He is now gerving by appoint- 
ment of the governor ugtil the legisla- 
ture can confirm the people’s verdict. 

Where Protection Is Justice. 

1 asked Senator #leteher particularly 
as to the attitude he would assume to- 
ward protecting sea island cotton and 
other cotton products, lumber and fruits 
of his state in-the tayiff bill. He re- 
plied to ail the questions frankly and 
without: evasion. He said: 

“The south will, as usual, be made tv 
pay protection prices on what it wbuys; 
sell its products on a free trade basis, 
and on other products, compete with 
foreigners under reduced duties.”’ 

Taking up the specific duties in the 
Payne tariff bill, reported to the house 
last week, he said: | 

“There is no duty on long staple (sea 
island) cotton, produced only in the 
south, and nearly one-half that crop be- 
ing grown in Fiorida. Those growers 
must compete with the cheap labor of 
the Nile. Their crop ig entitled to pro- 
tection if any industry in the - whole 
country is. We must have a tariff in 
order to raise revenue to meet the ex- 
penses of the government. A duty on 
long staple cotton would produce reve- 
nue. It would tend to equalize the cost 
of production here and abroad. It would, 
it is thougnt by the growers, enable 
them to obtain a better—a fair—price 
for their cotton. If this be true, if pro- 
tection is a benefit, an assistance, an aid 
to the industry protected, this industry 
and this class of our people, the farm- 
ers, are justly entitled tu this consider- 
ation. There ought to be such a.thing 
as equalizing and being broad and gen- 
eral as to the benefits, as well as the 
burdens of the tariff. 

“The duty on timber and lumber is re- 
duced one-half under the proposed bill. 
Yellow pine rankg first in point of lum- 
ber production, constituting 32.8 per cent 
of the total in 1906. The southern states 
give practically all of this. in Virginia, 
North and South Carolina the pine is 
principally what is called “loblolly 
pine;’’ in Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mis-

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PLAN TO CHANGE 
PEIEAS STREET 


Suggestion Offered for 
Changing One of Old- 
est Streets in City. 


W. M. Middiebrooks, who served a 
term in both the city council and on 
the aldermanic board, offers a sugges- 
tion about changing the route of Peters 
Street, between Park and Beerman 
Streets, so as to throw Peters street 
further away from the Centra) railroad, 
and give two frontages on that 
portion of Peters street, and also give 
those on the south side a frontage on 
the railroad. 

Mr. Middiebrooks says that he believes 
all the property owners interested will 
be willing for the change to be made. 

In speaking of tke proposed change, 
Mr. Middiebrooks says: 

Stert from Walker street and widen the 
street down to or near Beerman and then on 
tO Park street, say 100 feet north of and 
paraliel, or about so, with Peters street, the 
city surrendering that part of Peters street 
from Beerman to Park for thé new street that 
would be given by the property owners along 
the new route. This would give all the 
property on the south gide of said new street 
@ rear frontage on the Central railroad and 
the new street woyld have frontage on both 
sides, whereas now it is a one-sided street. 
The purpose of the proposed change of the 
present route of Peters street is to. make 
Peters street a street with two sides and tv 
convert all the property along the Central rail- 
ruad from Beerman to Park and further to 
Oak, Gordan, McCall's Crossing, if the prop- 
erty owners along there so desire, into indus- 
trial and business property. 

The city would be benefited for her outlay 
in the increased value of the present property 
and in the factories and other improvements 
incidental to railroad frontage property, be- 
sides the value of property on the street 
would be greatly enhanced by fronting both 
sides, where it fronts only one side now. The 
county could very consistently put perma- 
nent improvement on the street like was done 
on Park, Lee and Gordon and possibly other 
thoroughfares in the city. The same curbing 
and tiling could be moved to the new street. 
The gas company could use the same pipe and 
probably the city could transfer the sewer 
piping to the new street, so that practically 
the expense to property owners would be con- 
forming to the new order of things, except 
that there would be two sidewalks on the 
new street instead of one on the old. 

The street car company could move its tracks 
on the new street and possibly make money, 
fer where one store or residence along the 
street now there might be many factories and 
large establishments, the patronage to the 
street cars would be greatly multiplied. There 
are not many houses along the new route to 
be removed and the new street would about 
conform, to the rear ends of the present busi- 
nesa houses on the present street, only the 
fronts would have to be put on the other end 
and new water and sewerage connections 
made. These things could be done by co- 
operation of the property owners, or it would 
be of interest and profit perhaps to a com- 
pany interested in trading real estate or 
@nanufacturers desiring close-in and accessible 
railroad frontege.

The state prison. farm ee is 
not yet -settled. . 

Upon Governor Smith's return from 
New York yesterday he immediately 
took up with the prison commission the 
question of the farm purchase, and 
practically the entire day was Sragnt in 
conference. : 

The result is that Governor Smith and 
all the membef of the prison commis- 
sion, Chairman Joseph S. Turner, Gen- 
eral Clement.A. Evans and Captain 
Wiley Willlams will leave the city this 
morning on a tour of ifispection. 

They will be gone at least three, and 
possibly four,: days, going first to the 
Wimberly plantation in Twiggs county, 
which is the place recommended by the 
commission for purchase by the state. 

The party will: reach the Wimberly 
place about noon and ride over it on 
horseback. 

Going to Turner County. 

From there ‘they will go to Turner 
county and inspect the Greer place, 
which was one of those favorably con- 
sidered by the commission almost up to 
the time that it: reached final decision. 

A party from Turner county came to 
the city and appeared before the com- 
mission to urge the advantages of the 
Greer plantation. 

From Turner county it is expected 
the governor and commission will go to 
Sumter county, where possibly two 
farms which have been offered the state 
will be inspected. 

They will return to the city the latter 
part of the wecsa, when it is now be- 
lieved definite conclusions will be reach- 
ed and arrangements made for the pur- 
chase of a farm. 

It appears that Chairman Turner and 
Captain Williams still hold to their view 
that the purchase of the Wimberly place 
is the best trade the state can make, 
and, the governor's approval or dis- 
approval of it will depend upon the in- 
spection to be made. 

Laurens Doesn’t Want It. 

A good farm was offered the commis- 
sion in Laurens county, but the consid- 
eration of this place has been dropped, 
if for no other reason because the peo- 
ple of Laurens county are strenuously 
opposéa to the locatiom in their midst 
of a convict farm. 

They have forwarded to the commis- 
sion a numerously signed petition urg- 
ing that the prison farm be, not located 
in that county. 

So far as is known Laurens ‘is the 
only county which has entered such a 
protest.

“The case of the Central of Georgia

involved was the taxation of fifteen 
thousand shares of stock of the Western 

Railway of Alabama, owned by the 
Central of Georgia Railway Company. 
This Alabama corporation issued thirty 
thousand shares of stock, which was 

ided between the old Central Rail- 
road and Banking Company and the 
Georgia Railroad and Banking Com- 
pany, each owning fifteen thousand 
shares.

“The litigation is about seven years 
old. The two cases together have been 
tried a dozen times or more, beginning 
first in the United States district court 
of the northern circuit of Georgia.

It was then appealed to the circuit 
court of appeals at New Orleans, and 
there again lost. It was then cer- 
tioraried to the supreme court of the 
United States. The court granted the 
certiorari, and on argument sustained 
the contention of the state of Georgia, 
reversing the court of appeals and re- 
manded the case to the district court, 
with instructions to dismiss the case.

STOCKS WERE BETTER __. 
BUT BUSINESS SMALL 
Demand for Stocks Had Origin 
in Foreign Events—Large 
Orders From Abroad. 


New York, March 22.—The betterment 
in prices,..which occurred in today’s 
stock market was made in a shrinking 
volume of transactions, the total fail- 
ing somewhat below that of Friday last. 
The rapidity and extent of the advances 
which were made, was an illustration 
of the smali floating supply of stocks 
in the market, which supplies the pres- 
ent argument of tfie bull faction, while 
the demand for stocks, although small, 
outweighed the supply so effectually as 
to combat the contention of the bear 
element that no sufficient vitality exists 
in the speculation. The demand, wnich 
was in evidence today, had its. origin 
in foreign events and in their sympa- 
thetic influence on the local professional 
demand. The lifting against’ of the 
Balkan war cloud over the week-end 
and the ending of the strike of -post- 
office employees in France, put g0 much 
heart into speculators in the swondon 
and European stock markets that a con- 
siderable demand for stocks wag engen- 
dered. This wag passed along to the 
New York stock market when it opened, 
Orders from foreign sources to buy 25,- 
000 shares or more of stocks were then 
in the hands of brokers on the New York 
stock exchange and their execution es- 
caped an ?bnstantaneous readjustment 
to the advance in the price levels which 
had teen established by earlier opera- 
tions in foreign markets. The strength 
thus imparted to the market had an 
intimidating effect on the bear faction, 
and drove them to cover by buying 
stocks. Toward the end of last Week, 
the bear faction had begun to operate 
with some renewed boldness, so that 
their position was somewhat extended 
in face of the new strength today. Re-
